The first scene, cluttered with in-

Ccren of the city, faces the necessity 
eof closing its work unless funds can 
be raised at once, and a letter of 
appeal was issued yesterday by Mrs. 
George H. Hitchcock, president of 
the board; Tom K. Smith, chairman 
of the finance committee; Florence 
Van Sickler, general Secretary, and 
the Rev. John MaclIvor and Edward 
J Walsh, memVers of the board, 
Slating that the society was absn- 
lutely without funds, and appealing 
tor contributions from the public. 

» The society is supported by con- 
tributions and pledges, and because 
of the great* increase in demands 
made this summer, with more chil- 
cren handled than ever before, and 
failure of many to send in their 
subscriptions, the funds have been 
exhausted. 

Society Is Nonsectarian. 

*The society is nonsectarian and is 
recommended _by Bishop Tuttle, 
Archbishop’ Glennon, Rabbi Harri- 
s0n, Percival Chubb of the Ethical 
Society, and ministers of many de- 
nominations.

On Geed Roads, during the campaign for 
Amen@ment Ne. 6, this organization was 
the largest single centributor to the ex- 
pense of tha, campaign and in addition 
supported morally and through its money 
the action of the Legisiature in bringing 
fate being the present Geod Roads Law 
ef eur state which guarantees an ade- 
quate statewide system ef hard surfaced 
reads. iImcidental goed road work in- 
eludes activity lecking te the elimination 
ef bad holes, assisting in the oiling of 


roads, and securing the co-operation of 
both County and State Highway Depart- 
ments in the carrying out of Good Reads 
Work. 


The work of the legal department covers 
many things. A member is unjustly ar- 
reated for traffic violation. Our investi- 
gation department ascertains the facts, 
which are presented te the court, and in 
practically every tnatance the justice of 
the court dismisses the case. Bear in 
mind, this erganization was the prime 
factor tin the passage of the law of motor 
vehicles—it does not propose to see them 
violated. Other cnses before this depart- 
ment include, ensesn against individuals 
or insurance companies for celiision 
dnmages-—interpretation of the law, and 
in effect any matter which involves legal 
liability because of the ownership or op- 
eration ef a metor car. We are now enu- 
larging the score of ita work to include 
in it court representation when neces- 
sary. 


In our work against automobile thievery, 
in addition to the reward we offer, we 
have been able through the co-operation 
ef the Police Department to pay the ex- 
penses of the department whenever call- 
ed upon to bring in for trial thieves ap- 
prehended in other sections. Just now 
we have held in Chicago a man alicged to 
have stolen a car in Saint Louls. He is 
fo be tried under the fcderal statutes, 
and in co-operation with the ~bicage Mo- 


tor Club, we believe a conviction will be 
sccured, Through the efforts in reducing 
theft tn Saint Louls a reduction of from 
30% te 50% in theft insurance rates has 
been secured which is mere than the 
amount of a year’s dues in the organiza- 
tion.

The shop of un- 
fair standards can make unnecessary 
repairs, use inferior parts and in- 
dulge in other practices immediately 
_profitable, but in the long run dem- 
againg to the entire business. If 
@ny one service man protests against 
such practices by a rival he is likely 
to be accused of trade jealousy. A 
service association. however, can 
help protect the public and the good 
name of the trade. Service associa- 
tions also make for efficiency in re- 
pairs. They permit a study of the 
local situation and the exchange of 
ideas on economical repair methods.

Remarkable etchings by English girl selected from 
among 12,000 art offerings by adult artists—Com- 
mittee did not know of her youth when pictures 
were submitted — Eileen Soper’s talent now the 
talk of the English art world $3 33 3: 


N ARTIST with a long golden “pigtail” and wearing a _ schoolgirl 
hat of black felt, held by an elastic under her chin, was one of 
the exhibitors this spring at the British Royal Academy. And 
she was one of the most discussed of the artists represented 
there. both because of her youth and because of her excellent 
work. 

Fileen A. Soper, 15 years old, is probably the youngest 
artist who ever exhibited at the Royal Academy. She is the daughter. of 
George Soper, the well-known etcher, but has had no regular tuition. In 
justice to her it must be stated that the two etchings had been accepted by 
the committee and hung before the members knew ihat she was only 15. 

The two etchings shown at the Royal Academy were “The Swing” and 
“La Barriere Cassee.” Both are typical in that they have chikdren for their 
subjects and depict them in action, with a sureness and a mastery little 
short of remarkable. 

More than 12,000 pictures were submitted to the Hanging Committee of 
the Royal Academy, and some of the older artists whose etchings failed to 
be accepted for the exhibition protested somewhat ‘vigorousiy over what 
they considered the “favors” shown to “immature girl exhibitors.” 

In reply Claude Shepperson, one of the committee, wrote to a London 
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that the committee knows 
nothing of persons, names or | 
ages. We judge the work, 

not the persons. We do not 
know the artist’s name, and 
it does not matter to us 
whether he is 3 or 300. 

“I may mention that it just 
happened that I was judging 
in the room where what 
proved to be Miss Eileen 
Sopér’s etchings were on view. 
I did not know the etcher’s 
name, and, looking at the 
work from a purely artistic 
standpoint, we had no hesi- 
tation in accepting it. It is 
no fault of ours that Miss 
Soper, aged 15, can more than 
hold her own with the giants 
of old days. 

“We are proud of the girl, 
while, of course, sorry for the 
giants." 

An R. A. exhibitor at the 
age of 15 is extraordinary 
enough, but Miss Soper made 
her first etching two years be- 
fore that, in “The Three 
Wees,”’ also reproduced here.

Stupendous and § far- 
reaching are the possibilities con- 
tained in the suggestion that we may 
ultimately be able, without destruc- 
tion. to draw upon this energy sup- 
piv.” 

The problem of harnessing the en- 
ergy of the sun was presented by Dr. 
L. H. Baekeland, honorary professor 
of engineering at Columbia Univer- 
sity. After telling briefly how the 
ravs of the sun, acting upon plant 
life, produce sugar, starch, cellulose 
and other materials, he said “No 
sun. no crops, no life.” And he added: 

“Our vast coal beds and our petro- 
leum wells and our natural gas are 
merely the respit of light energy 
stored up from the plant or animal 
life of former geological periods 
This. in itself, ought to impress us 
with the enormous possibilities of 
photo-chemical synthesis, and yet 
here is a field where the scientist or 
engineer has accomplished next to 
nothing. In the utilization of this 
marvelous energy we have not gone 
beyond the art of making phote- 
graphs.

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Word has just come that the renewed activities of 
British excavators have had some extraordinary suc- 
esses. Archeclogists are at present uncovering manr 
giendid Graeco-Roman bufldings and statues through- 
got Judea, and somie fine examples of ancient pottery 
Most of the newly found structures were probably 
@ected by Herod the Great, famous as the silaver of 
bis beautiful wife. Mariamne, and as the slaughterer of 
the Innocents at the time of the birth of Christ. 

The greatest finds so far have been made on the site 
of the notorious old cify of Askalon on the Mediter- 
rapeap. Here a party of excavators has discovered 
the intricate system of cloisters which 
once inclosed the wonderfu! court of Herod 
in this place. By patient digging and clear- 
ing away of the debris the searchers have 
gucreeded thus unearthing 
mormous and valuable statues, incindin 
figures of Apollo and 
Victory, and a colossal representation of 
Herod himeelf. 

This great ciscovery has followed di- 
rectly upon the earlier unearthine. in the 
mme piace, of a temple with massive mar- 
be columns and capitals and the ciear- 
Ing out of an ancient wel! which 
may date back to the davs of the 
od fish goddess sometimes 
mown as Derceto, the chief di- 
Yinity of this district. 

The vicinity of Askalon now 
ls one of the most desolate sec- 
tone of Palestine. Vegetation 
B wanty, and the only visible 
landmarks are a few huge ruined 
towers and battlements. Many 
other sites at first seemed more 
inviting to explorers. A Capt. 
Warren, traveling there a few 
years ago, reported “No ancient 
pottery or glass observed 
about, but there were a few 
broken bottles of modern con- 
fruction which looked as if thev 
bad once contained beer'”’ 
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of broken pottery has been dugup here, which is probably the 
remains of vessels broken as part of the religions es in her 
bonor. But so far no trace has been found 
of the lake into which she. plunged. aceord- 
ing to one story, being ashamed f her vos —=—e=* 
misdeeds, and was completels ie riued — —— .

The once splendid harbor no longer exists; it was 
filed in by the Sultan Bibars of Egypt, the “scourge 
of Mankind and the destroyer of cities.” Gone also 
are nearly ail the great walls and towers that sur- 
Mounted the ridge. surrounding the city in the shape 
an amphitheater. A few broken columns of marbie 
and granite are all that remains. 
ln the ancient days, however, when the interior of 
the amphitheater was adorned with glittering temples 
and palaces. ascending. rank above rank, from the 
‘Bore to its summit, the appearance from the sea must 
dave been very imposing. The walls and towers must 
have been blown to pieces by powder, for not even 
‘arthquakes could have thrown the gigantic pieces of 
Masonry which remain into their present extraordi- 
mary attitudes, and so mixed them up with the soil 

On the very summit of the bluff are a large number

‘ording to Herodotus. the historian, was famous for 
Mer worship.

He finished his 
days in the most frightful physical and mental tor- 
ments. just after ordering the massacre of the Inno- 
cents. in the year of Christ's birth. The Emperor 
Augustus, his friend, said of him “It is better to. be 
Herod's pig than his son.”
